In presenting our report, we desire to call your 
attention to an out standing note against the town, 
and in view of the fact that the amount of savings 
bank tax received from the state decreases from 
year to year, we cannot regard this as a source of 
revenue from which to derive any very material aid 
for the payment of the same, we think it but just 
that some provision should be made to pay the same. 

We therefore recommend ‘that this note be pro- 
vided for, by raising the sum of One hundred seven- 
teen dollars for the year 1897, and One hundred 
dollars for the year 1808. 

It was found that the scrapers owned by the town 
were in poor repair and comparitively worthless, so 
two Thatcher scrapers were purchased at anexpense 
of fifteen dollars and fifty cents, and delivered to 
the Road agents.

Report of the School Board of the town of 
Roxbury for the year ending February 15th, 1897. 

During the year just closed, there has been hold- 
en 32 weeks of school, or 16 weeks in each of the 
two schools in the district. The number of weeks | 
school, was divided into two terms of 8 weeks in 
the spring, and two termsof 8 weeks in the fall, 
with Miss Helen J. Sanborn as teacher in number 1, 
and Miss Mabel A. Barnard in number 3. No 
school was held in number 2, there being but 2 
scholars to attend, one of these attending at Ches- 
hain, the other attending in number 1, The scholar 
attending at Chesham, a school in the town of 
Harrisville, receiving 22 weeks of school, at a cost 
of 20 cts. per week. 

It was the good fortune of the district, to retain 
the services of the same teachers as of the previous 
year, and their knowledge of the requirements of 
each individual scholar, enabled them to enter 
upon their duties well prepared to make our schools 
just closed asuccess. We note with much pleasure, 
the interest in our schools, by parents and citizens. 

Such interest is a most effective means of en- 
couragement to teachers and scholars, inciting them 
to more perfect work 1n all which makes a success- 
ful school.
